We, the Commissionei*s of Education iii Ireland, constituted bj Acts of Parliament passed 
in the reigns of their late Majesties King George the Thii-d and King George the Fourth, 
respectfully submit to Your Excellency the following General Report of our proceedings 
during the year 1879-80 : — 

The information which the Commissioners have in their Report to furnish Tour 
Excellency may be divided into two branches — 

(1.) School, and (2.) estate management. 

The schools in connexion with this Board are — 1. Royal schools ; 2. Diocesan schools; 
3. Endowed Grammar schools vested in the Commissioners ; 4. Endowed Grammar schools 
not so vested; 5. Tenantry schools; 6. Primary or English schools vested in the 
Commissioners ; and 7. Primary schools not vested in the Commissioners. 

Before entering into the details of the management of individual schools we beg Your 
Excellency’s attention to the recommendations contained in our previous Reporte, and 
in particular in the Report immediately preceding the present, and which were made 
for extending and enlarging the powers and improving the constitution of the Board. 



School Management. 

Daring the past year six schools in connexion with this Board have been reopened. 

In some of the grammar schools the attendance has considerably diminished. It is to 
the general depression, and not to any insufficiency in the educational system pursued in 
them, that we attribute this falling off in numbers. 

On the other hand wo have to notice an increase in the number of children in atten- 
dance at our primary and tenantry schools, which are all in a state of healthy activity. 

We are making every effort to securefor these latter schools the bestinspectioii available. 
Any which the terms of the endowment permitted wo have placed in connexion witli the 
National Board, thereby seem’ing to them the benefit of the salaries, grants, and inspec- 
tions connected with the National system. 

In the inspection of Grammar schools we are placed in a considerable difficulty. 
Counsel has advised us that w'e have no power to appoint or pay inspectors. We are, 
therefore, compelled to trust to correspondence to inform ourselves. Tins defect in 
our powers has been already brought undei’ the notice of successive Lords Lieutenant, 
with a view to legislation. 

With respect to examination and inspection of school fabrics in vested schools, we 
have appointed Messrs. M'Curdy and Mitchell, architects, for that purpose. These 
fabrics are generally in good repair, and wherever repairs ai'e needed we are having 
them made. The cai-e of the fabrics of non-veated schools does not rest with the 
Commissioners.

Several important clianges have been made during the past year in the regulations 
for the Royal Scholai-ship examinations. The length of tinio tor which these 
scholarships are tenable has been reduced from five to four years. We have also 
altered the scale of maiks so as to give greater weight to tlic modorn laiigaagos. The 
ao-e of admission of candidates lias been reduced from twenty to mnetoen, as we do 
not think it beneficial to the schools to encourage boys to remain at them beyond 

'^'^Thrrules for School Exhibitions tenable at the Royal Scimols of Armagh, Dungannon, 
and Enniskillen have also been considerably modified. It was found tliat wlien tlie 
number of prizes was small it was well knoivii in the school long bcforoliaiKl wlio the 
boys were who were almo.st certain of gaining tliom. ilio result wn.s that the comjieti- 
tion became insignificant, and the prizes ceased to bo agtiiicral incentive to study. Du: 
Commissioners hope that by increasing the number of thcRe prize, s at the .same titm: 
that they have dimiuisbed their value, they will largely increase competition, ami 
stimulate the students to fi'esh exertions. 

The Commissionei's have introduced a similar change into the ^rulo.s for the examina- 
tions for commercial prizes, which were found to be almost inoperative for the .same i casoii. 

Another change has been introduced into the rules for .senior exhibitions. Dm 
course for these examinations fixed by the Commissioners last year difl'ercd IVom that 
afterwards laid down by the Intermediate Education Comnns.sioncv.«. Tho pujiils :it 
these schools who competed for both examinations were tlius obliged to jn-epare double 
portions in the subjects common to both exiuninations. The result was a general 
scramble to get over the ground, in which sound scholarship was endangered. 'Hie 
Commissioners have rectified this evil so far as lies in their power by enacting that— 

“Senior exhibitions at Armagh, Dunganium, EnniskiUen, nn<l Cavan sliall bo awaiilcil to tlie 
candidates for the Junior Grade Intermediate Education Exhibitions who answer licst in the Liitin, 
Greek, French, English, and Mathematical papci-s set by tho IntcrmcdiaU- Eibicatioii M.xanuncrs, 
and in a viva voce examiuatiem in the coum-s appoinUal by tlic Intcrmwliiitc >bliiration Ctunmis- 
sioners in the same snlijer.Ls, such viva wee cxainiimtlon to be conducted by i!Kaiiiincr.s a]i[)ointrd 
by the Commissioner of Education.” 

We have also altered tlie ages fixed for the admission of ca,ndid.atc.s for those exhibi- 
tions. The junior exhibitions were mainly intended to induce clover boys of limited 
means to avail themselves of the advantages offered by the Royal Sc-IukiIh. Hut the ago 
being fixed at fourteen, it was found in practice that they were goncrjvlly gained by boys 
in the school ; and the result lias been that these exhibitions have ceased to fulfil tlie 
chief function for which they were founded. It is hoped that by reducing- the ago to l.’l 
a larger number of bo;ys will be induced to avail themselves of the aclvantagc.s olfcrcd by 
our Irish schools. We have also resolved to alter the age for the mlmission of camlidatcs 
for senior exhibitions from IG to 15, in order that tbe preparation for our exhibitions may 
not interfere with that which is recpiired by tho candidates for tho exhihiliuns oll'cnul 
by the Intermediate Education Commiasioners. 

We have made a grant to each of the Royal Sclmols of Arnmgli, C!i.vii.n, I)im- 
gannou, and Enniskillen, for the purpose of founding libraries wliidi should cnntiiiu 
books of reference, histories, commentaries, and other works wliich, from their cost, are 
out of the reach of ordinary school-boys, We believe that by tliis moans tho Hcliolarshi}) 
of the boys will be rendered more thorough, and that of the masters constiintly 
refreshed and extended. 

We have already adverted to our want of power of inspection. With regard to tlio 
Royal Schools, we hope to be able, to a certain extent, to remedy this, by providing that 
the exhibition examinations at these schools shall for the future be conducted by 
examiners unconnected with the schools. By this means wo hope to be able to improve 
the quality of the examinations, to judge of the relative efficiency of the schools, and at 
the same time to secure reports on their general management. 

A list of the Royal scholai’s will be found in schedules annexed. 

Armagh. — The returns furnislied to us by the head-master arc satisfactory. Tho 
number of pupils on the roll is 130, of whom 10 are free, and 28 are day-boys. The 
school maintains its high reputation for scholarship, and at the last Intermediate 
Education examinations its pupils succeeded in obtaining 6 exhibitions and 22 prizes. 
The head-master has introduced physics into the school course. 

The head-master proposes to set apart a portion of tho school and grounds for a distinct 
junior school, in order that special attention may be devoted to younger boys. At 
the present time, there is a great scarcity of preparatoiy or junior schools in 
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Ireland. The re, suit is that a large numher of boys annually leave Ireland for 
the purpose of being educated in English .schools ; and it is difficult, if not impos- 
sible, afterwards to attract thorn, back to our Irish schools. We approve of the mastei’’8 
suggestion j and, as soon as we are in possession of sufficient funds, we sliall further 
consider the propriety of carrying it into execution. 

Banagha -. — Wc have much pleasure in noticing a decided improvement in this 
school. Tire attendance has increased from eight to sixteen, and the premises are 
hotter kept. The poverty of tlie endowment (£l60 net) ffiis hitherto prevented the 
Commissioners from e-xpending upon this school sufficient funds to maintain it in 
good working order. An e.xtm drain u 2 Jon its resources has lately been made. The 
Treasury have called on the Commissioners to pay oft' the balance of a building loan, 
bovroAvod more than half a century ago, and for which sio application was made for 
many years. An ajiplication has been made to the Lords of the Treasmy to remit this 
balance, and the matter is now under their consideration. A grant has been made to 
this school for the purchase of physical apparatus, and the Commissioners are anxious t<j 
expend money in supplying school requisites and furniture. But it will be impossible 
to do so out of the funds of the endowment, unless the Treasury forego their demand. 
At present Banaghcr, from its ^mvorty, cannot bo expected to compote with the other 
Royal schools. It lias no scholarsliips in Trinitj' College, Dublin, it has no school ex- 
hibitions, no salary fur ns.sistantmasters, and only sufficient funds to keep the jDremises in 
tenantable repair. 'I'his is an instance showing how advisable it would be to confer upon 
the Commissioners larger powers of a^iplying the funds of the various Roj^’a! schools 
as a common fund. 

Cavan . — The returns of the liead raa,ster show but little variation. The boys 
are, most of tliem, very young ; and we learn that they are, on the whole, fairly 
taugdit. Tlie attendance amounts to twenty-four boys, of whom ten are day boys. We 
have this year established ten school exhibitions, five of £15 and five of £l0. We 
hope that tlic enoouragement thereby olfered will have the effect of increasing the 
attendance at this school. Ilowovcr, the site is not a good one for a Grammar school. 
The head master states that, notwitlistaiiding every effort, he is unable to attract day 
boy.s to tlio school. It has been suggested to us, that as there is a sufficient supply of 
Grammar schools in the north of Ireland, we should transform Cavan into a iweparatory 
school in order to meet the want referrod to in our report on Armagh School, and, if 
no change be made by legislation, enabling us or for our succassoi's iu the management 
of tlie.se schools to remove schools to different sites, the 2 >i'opositioii will deserve con- 
sideration. 

The head master was apjiointed in 1S33. We should be glad to allow him to retire 
on a 2 >eu,sion, but we have no power to do so. We have in former reports suggested that 
authority to pension aged and infirm masters should be given us. 

Du-ngannoa . — The master’s retunis continue to be satisfactory in every respect 
but one, viz., the smallness of the attendance. The numbers are — boai’dem,, 15 ; day- 
boys, 20 ; free-boys, 4. Tliis, however, cannot be attributed to the carelessness or 
inefficiency of the master or his assistants, who are repoitod to us to be thoroughly w'ell 
qualified for their work. The success of Dungannon at the Royal scholarship examina- 
tion in ’’I'rinity College, Dublin, is a proof that defective teaching is not the cause of 
the diminution in its numbers. Armagh is only 14 miles fi-om Dungannon, and its 
admirable position offers various attractions. In Dungannon, on the other hand, though 
its buildings and gi'ounds are perhaps tlie fine.st possessed by any school iu Ireland, 
there is but little demand for a great Grammar school. 

Enniskillen . — The returns of the head-master, which are satisfactory, show an attend- 
ance of 76, of whom 45 are boarders, 31 are day-boys, and 11 free-boys. The average 
attendance is 70. Here, as at Cavan and Dungannon, the head- master has been for a 
very long time in the service of the Commissioners. 

Raphoe . — ^This school continues, in spite of the remoteness of its situation, the poverty 
of its endowments, and the badness of the times, to maintain its attendance at its former 
level. There arc on the roll 38 pupils, of whom 26 ai’e day-boys and 4 free day-boys. 
Considering the distance from which many of the day-boys come, it is highly commend- 
able that all attend daily throughout the year, and a proof of the value they place upon 
the teaching of the head-master. We were anxious to grant to this school the 
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privilege of competing for Royal scholarships in Trinity College, Dublin, but we were 
advised by counsel that we had no power to do so. There is much need here for 
funds to provide salaries for assistant-masters, to provide school furniture and requisites, 
school exhibitions, and to enlarge the play-ground. But as in the case of Banagher 
above referred to, in consequence of our not being able to make use of the school estates 
as a common fund, we are precluded from as.sisting the master, who has well earned 
our help, except by annual gi'ants from any chance surplus which may remain over from 
the funds of other schools. 

Carysfort . — This school, though of Royal foundation, is conducted merely as a primary 
school for the benefit of the poor, in accordance with the recommendation made by the 
Commission of 1807-12, The attendance is, we regret to say, still small — only 2(5, 
of whom, 22 are ft’ee. The reason assigned by the head-master for the poverty of the 
attendance is, that being a Protestant school the parents of Roman Catliolic children 
will not entrust their children to his care. 



Diocesan Schools. 

With regard to these schools, we beg to refer your Excellency to the following 
extract from our Report of 1879 : — 

“ By the Irish Clnircli Act the inconie payable by ecclesiastical por-sons to maintain these schools 
was to cease after the lives of existing maatcra ; but arrangements wei'e empowered to be made with 
the Representative Churclr Body for commutation. Accordingly the Diocesan schools at Cork, 
Cloyne, Waterford, Monaghan, Limerick, Ferns, and Ros.s, and the schools for tho united Dioccaca of 
Leiglilin and Oasoiy, and of Down and Dromoi-e, have ceased to e.xist. Two schools, one at 
Ballymena and one at Sligo, still continue as Diocesan .schools. Thei*o is a master at Kildai-e in 
receipt of a small annuity from the Clmreli Temporalities Commissioners, but ill health jircvents 
him from discharging his duties. At Downpatrick, Watcifoi’d, and Tuain, sdioola arc maintained 
as private enteiprises. This Board has no fund applicable to maintain Diocesan scliooLs ; and there 
is a want of power to make title in cases where it is proposed to dispose of the sites of schools 
which have been closed.” 

As a proof of the deficient powers vested in us we beg to refer your Excellency to tlio 
cases of Limerick and Monaghan. In both these towns good school fabrics aro vested 
in. us for the puiqiGse of carrying on Diocesan schools ; but there aro no funds. Wc 
consulted counsel, who advised that we might accept, as tenants from year to year 
without covenant for title, parties who offered tlieuiselves to us as tenants. Wo are 
in treaty with a local committee with a view to establish a Granmuir school in the 
Diocesan school-house at Monaghan ; but not being able to make title, it i.s doubtful 
whether the negotiations will lead to any result. At Limerick wo were more fortunate 
and Mr. Gregg is now our tenant of the Diocesan school-house, in which he conducts 
a flourishing girls’ school for the poor. The numbers on the roll are 109, of whom 70 
are boarders and 39 day-girls ; all of the latter class receive a free education. 



Grawmar Schools Vested in the Commissioners. 

Though the estates, which form the endowment of these schools, are vested in us, the 
control which we are able to exercise over the schools is so insufficient that their condi- 
tion is far from satisfactory. 



BaIlyrocm.—The situation of this school is bad. It is several miles from any town 
and there is no_ probability that it will ever attract a larger number of pupils than 
that now att^ding, namely, eighteen. The master is a capable man, and possesses tho 

confidence of Protestants and Roman Catholics alike, but he labours under difficulties 

he has only one assistant master, who is over eighty years of age, and over whom he 
has no control, as he is removable only by the trustees of the endowment. 



The trustees of this endowment have just appointed a new head master 
the Rev. J ames Keene, a gentleman who obtained high honors at Trinity College Dublin 
It is some drawback to our satisfaction at his appointment that Mr. Keene is the rector 
of the parish. 

In our last Report we caUed attention to the recommendation of the Endowed 
Schools Commission, that the endowments of Ballyroan and ISTavan, which were granted 
by the same founder, should be consolidated, and a school established at Maryborough 
the nearest large town to the charity estate, ^ ® 
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CTotmc;.— C onsidering the position of tliis school, in the midst of a laroe and well to 
do population, we ought expect a better attendance. The condition of the school 
premises may have the efrectof deternug boai-dei-s from attending. It is not in our 
power at tlie present time to remedy thi.s defect, the Treasury having receatlv called 
upon UH to satufy a claiiu of .£S80, wliicli liad been allowed to remain^ia abeyance for 
many years. I'liis debt ia now being paid off by yearly instalmeiita of £100. ^ 



Midleton . — Tlic admirable situation of this school, and the ability of the head master 
have the oflbetof keeping u]> its attendance to its present high level. The endowment is 
quite iiiadciiuatu for tlio purposes for which it wsis intended, being but £200 a year, of 
which £.00 is, by the terms of tlie endowment, expended on cxliibitions in Trinity College, 
Dublin. Wore wc endowed witli powers .similar to those enjoyed by the Endowed Schools 
Commission of England wo should probably amalgamate the funds of two or three endow- 
ments in the neighbourhood, wliich have almost ceased to operate, and establish Midleton 
school on a footing wliieli would enable it to satisfy the educational wants of Cork. 



Guammar Schools not vkrted in the CoMMisstONBas. 

Without power to njipoint or pay Insiieetors it is impossible for us to exercise control 
over these schools. Their funds arc not in our bands, their mastei's not appointed or 
removable by ua, neither iu*o they under our surveillance. All we are able to gather 
for your Excellency’s infonnation will be found in a table in the annexed Appendix, 
which is the result of returns sent out from this office, and answ'^ored by the courtesy 
of the masters. 

Of the schools which were mentioned in our last Report os closed two have reopened, 
that at Carrickmacrosa with an attendance of ten pupils. At New Ross school a 
master has been ap|)ointed, and the school buildings are undergoing extensive repaira. 

Charloville and Kinsalo schools remain closed.

The only primary schools wliich are posscs.scd of funds vested in the Commissioncr.s 
are tlioso of Tullyvin and Beiibawn, both on the same foundation. 

The trusts of tlic fnindatiou are for a Protestant mastor, for the instruction of 
Protestant cliildrou. The Commissioners are placed in a difficulty with regard to the 
inspection of these schools, the terms of the endowment rendering it impossible to 
place the schools in connexion with the National Board. Notwithstanding tho want 
of inspection, and tho competition of tho many neighbouring National schools, tlie 
attendance at both schools continues to be satisfactory. 

PiuMAiiY Schools not vested in the Commissjonkus. 

The remarks we have made as to our defective powers with regard to non-vestod 
Grammar schools apply with equal force to non-vested primary schools. 

The school at Eyrecourt still remains closed, but the Oommi.ssiouors are at present 
taking steps which they hope will eventually enable them to reopen the school in 
connexion with the National Board. 

In the Appendix will be found a table showing the particulars of attendance at 
these schools. 



Estates. 

From the state of the counti’y, and in consequence of the bad harvest of last year, 
we have been compelled to make abatements to the tenants on some of our estates, 
and on one estate to make large allowances for losses by floods. In some instances we 
have supplied tenants with fuel, as the turf had been injured or not saved from the 
wet weather ; and on other estates we have for the same reason remitted bog rents. 
We have also upon the advice of our agents supplied many of our tenants with good seed. 

With a view to the improvement of our estates, and also of affording employment to 
the people and diminishing local distress, we have in various directions undertaken 
works of estate improvement. 

The arrears on some of our estates are in process of being inquired into. Notwith- 
standing the unfavourable circumstances of the present time, our rents have, with the 
exception of those on the Ilaphoe estate, been fairly paid, the lauds being let at a 
moderate rental. 
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Tlis priinaiy schools eatoblished for the ohilclreu of our tenantry continue to be 
largely attended. During the past twelve months tho tenantry school on the Cappagli- 
loughlin estate has been reopened and is now attended by seveuty*four pupils. Dio 
tenantry school on the Raphoe school estate has also been veopeued. ihe services 
of a first-clas.s teacher have been engaged, and the average number ot pupils has readied 
the large number of 110. To secure the benefits of salaries and grants, as well as 
periodic inspections, we have placed this school in connexion Avith tho National hoard 
as a non-vested school. Ail our tcuautiy schools, except the Mullagliinore seliool, on 
the Armagh school estate, are now so pUvcod, and the reports ol their Inspector.s are 
favourable. The master at Mullaghmore has resigned, and vacates his post on the 
1st June. We have resolved that after that date this school shall be placed in 
connexion Avith the National Board. We shall be able by this means to ellect a 
considerable aaAdng to tho estate. Annexed Avill be found a table showing the attend- 
ance at thi^c schools. 

Annaqli School Estate . — Adopting tho advice of their local agent, and lollowing the 
example of the neighbouring landlords, the Commissioners niiulc an abatement in tiie 
years rent of ten per cent. It was not found nocessaiy to make nllowances lor any 
exceptional losses, neither was it necessary to supply the tenants with fuel or seed. 
After deducting the abatement the rent ha.s been paid in full, iiiis c-stato has been 
recently suiwe 3 'ed ; it is well supplied with roads, and Avith the cxcoption of a tract of 
land known as the Black bog', is woU drained, i lie ComiiiissioiieriS wore anxious to 
improve tho e.state by draining this bog, but it Avas found that this could only he ihme 
by loAveving the level of a Aveir on tho Cu-sher stream, Avhicli Avas found ti3 bo 
impossible, as neighbouring mill owneis had acquired the right to the Uoav of the water 
at tho e.xistiug level. 

Eiinlsldllcn School Estate . — Owing to tlie situation of tliis projiorty, tlio tenantM on it 
suftered tins year more than tliose on any of tlie (Athcr estates of tho Commissioners. In 
consequence of the absolute dearth of fuel on part of tlie estate, the CommisHimiei-s Avure 
obliged to expend a sum of .tOG S.f. in supplying those avIio were destitute 

of turf Avith coal ; it AVas also found necowsary to supply seed to Uuiaiits who were 
unable to obtain it from Poor Law Gunrdiaiis. Tlie Commissioners, following tho 
example of the surrounding landlords, made an ahatemout in the year's rents of 
15 per cent, to all tenants holding famis rented at less than .fu ; ami ol’ 10 ])ei' emit, 
to all othei’S. In addition to this ahateuiont, allowances were made to leiiinits Cor losses 
by floods to the amoxmt of X 1.40 lOi'. Tlii.s does not veprosunt tho oiitiro assi.stiiiioo given 
by the Commissioners to their tenants during the past year. Work.s of estate imjirove- 
ments (of which the estimates amount to X4:i0) liavu been undertaken. Th<;.se works, 
besides affording relief to tho tenants will materially enhance the value of tliis property. 
Mr. Benisoii, who was this year appointed Agent over the pro|.)orty, having made a 
careful survey of every part of tho estate, reported to us that a now survey and vii,lu:itiuii 
of the estate were urgently needed, and that tho boundaries of (arms rei|uire(l squaring 
and rearranging. The Commissioners do not, however, tliiiik tlie present a lit time to carry 
out the suggestions of their Agent, hut it is their intention, ms soon as laml in this country 
has reasisumed its normal value, to adopt them. After ileducting tho ailowancns above 
referred to, the rents on tliis estate were well paid, only a trilling sum being addi.ulto the 
arreare. The Commissioners Imving discovered that some 150 Irlsli acres of eut-away bog 
had been encroached upon by adjoining tenants, have taken steps to ])iit it under rent. 
By tliis means they hope to add about X200 a year to the rental of the estate. 

Cavan Eoi/al School Estate . — Notwithstanding the fact that this estate is situato<l in a 
Union scheduled as distressed, the tenants have paid their rents with regularity. A similar 
abatement to that made to the tenants at Enniskillen was granted. Seed potatoes were 
distributed to the tenants who were in, need of them to tho value of £53 lO.s-., hut in no 
case was the seed given until it AA^as ascertrained that the land Avas prepared to receive it, 
and in no case was a larger amount than 4 cwt. allowed to any one tenant. Tho grant 
of seed aa’os made conditional upon repayment along Avith the November rent of 1380. 
Plans, estimates, maps, &c., for clearing the Drumcraw stream have been [)i cp.arcd, and 
the Commissioners hope to be able in their next Report to announce tho completion 
of the Avorks, which are only delayed until the consent of the neighbouring proprietor 
can be obtained. When completed they Avill be a great benefit to tlie estate. The 
Commissioners have also decided to lower the level of Beaghy Lake, Avhieh will enable 
them to reclaim some acres of land at a tiifling cost. They have further consented 
to join with the neighbouring proprietor in loAvering tho level of the Green Lake at an 
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estimated cost of X420. Those works will be put in hand at once, and will afford em- 
ployment where it ia much needed. A. large arrear has been brought forward since 
the famine years. The subject received careful consideration from the Commissioners, 
and it was decided not to deal Avitli the matter until next year, when the estate will 
be re-arranged. 

Dun/jannon School JCstatc. — Owing to the smallness of many of the holdings on this 
estate, to tlio faitui’o of sonio of their crops, and to the general fall in prices of their 
[)roducc, tlicj circumstances ol the tenants on this estate are not as flourishing this year 
as those on thi: tw<i montionufl. Uewever, the rents have been well paid, considering 
all tliesc <’ircuuist!mces. It was found necessary to make the same abatement in the 
year’s rent as at Cn-vaii and Mnniskillen. Witli a view to assist some of the small tenants, 
who were rojKirted hy our local agent to be in actual need, works on a small scale, con- 
sisting of draining and road-maldiig, wore instituted. We also authorized our agent to 
distribute seed t<t the amount of £ 150 to the tenants who were in need of it, and yet 
were unabh! to obtain it from the Poor Law Guardians. We contemplate draining a 
considovablc tnret ol bog on this estate, if, as the result of our inquiries now in progress, 
we find that it can be pj-ofitably undertaken. On the resignation of our late agriculturist, 
we did not fill iqi the vaciincy ; we have thereby iucrea.scd the net rental of the estate 
by ,-£30 a year, 

liaphoc School /uftate. — ’I'ho report we have to make of this estate is even more 
uusatisfactovy tlian usual. Up to the present time our agent has only succeeded in 
collecting a small ]»ortion of the rent. The Commissioners have for some time past 
coiiteni])iatod the remission of the old arrears existing on this estate, but were doubtful 
of their powers to forgive them so long as there was any prospect, however remote, of 
recovering ilicm without injury to the estate. Thi’ee successive bad harvests have so 
impaired the resources of theso tenants, that the Commissioners have been advised that 
it wouhl ho iiiipossiblc to recover a large part of these arrears, and that it would 
be greatly to the houofit of their estate to remit them. The Commissioners have 
authorized tlicir agent to exorcise bis discretion in remitting such portions of the old 
arrears as h(! nia.y tliink Ixi be irrocovuvablo, on the condition that those receiving such 
romissinii shall pay one year’s rent before tire 1st April. This estate is still much in 
need of foad.s, a.iid tlio Coinmi.ssioiicrs have employed a competent en,gineev to report tt) 
thoiii on the subject. The (.'omnnssiuners are placed in this clitficulty, that the rents of 
the school estate are scarcely suflroient to carry on the school. They have not power to 
apjily the fniid.s of one scliool estate towards the improvement of another .school estate, 
neither c.an they borrow from the Commis.sioners of Public Works, as they ai*e unable 
to iiialco title to any of the Uoyal school lands. .For these reasons the estate has 
rmnained unimproved. Here as at Cavan and Enniskillen a new survey is much 
needed, but the cost would bo more than the estate could hear for some time to 
come. ITitliurto the tenants have been permitted to cut turf without any charge, we 
have this year apixiintcd a bog bailiff by w)ri(!h means we shall enhance the future 
value of tile estate, winch includes vast tracts of hog, some of which may prove valuable. 

Banaghtr School Estate. — Tito rents on this estate were paid iu full, the local agent 
reporting that the tenants were well able to pay. The neighbouring proprietor has 
invited the Commissioners to join with him in carrying out extensive main drainage 
works at an estimated cost to the Commissioners of £1,121 I7s. U these works were 
carried out a tract of sixty or eighty acres of unpi'ofitable bog could be transformed 
into valuable land. The Commissioners are here in the same difficulty as at Raphoe, 
having neither funds nor power to borrow. 

Cargsfort Roi/al School Estate . — The rents on this estate were paid in full, the 
local ao-ent havino- advised that there was no occasion to make any abatement. The 
potato crop having proved a bad one the Commissioners allowed the tenants seed on 
condition of i-epayment of half the value along with the November vents. 

Navan and BnUyroan School Estate. — Our agent met with considerable difficulty in 
collecting the rents from the tenants on Cappaghloughlin estate, which forms the endow- 
ment of these schools. The givat majority of neighbouring landlords, whose lands are 
much more highly rented than ours, having made no abatement, the Commissioners did not 
feel justified iu acceding to the numerous petitions of tlicir tenants. But they autho- 
rized tbeir agent to exercise his discretion in milking allowances in cases of special hai’d- 
ship. A sum of £27 was so expended by him. With this exception the rents were 
paid in full. In consideration for the loss of their turl, the Commissioners did not this 
year charge any bog rent. Seed to the value of £134 was distributed on the same terms 
as at Cavan, Dungannon, &c. The Commissioners have decided to carry out works of 
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estate improvement, for whicli the estimates amount to a sum of .£136. For years past 
the tenants of a neighbouring proprietor have asserted their right to cut turf on the 
Cappaghloughlin bog ; the Commissioners, on inquiry, being satisfied that these rights 
are ill-l'ounded, have instructed their agent to assert their exclusive rights to this disjjutod 
property. 

Clonmel School Estate . — The tenants have, with one exception, paid the full year’.s 
rent without abatement or allowance. By the advice of our agent we have distributed 
seed on the same terms as at Cavan, &c., a sura of £43 having been expended upon this 
object. We have borrowed from the Board of Works a sum of £400, which is being 
expended on fai'm buildings, the tenant undertaking to pay the interest on tlic loan in 
the shape of increased rent. V\'e liave, out of the hmds at our disposal, advanced a 
sum of £186 on the same terras. We me applying to the Board of Works for a 
further sum of £172, to be expended on main drainage, tlie tenants whoso lands will be 
benefited by the works consenting to pay the interest on the loan in the sliapc of ]>er- 
manently increased rents. 

Midleton School Estate . — The circumstances of this endowment are somewhat peculiar. 
The lands had been let in 1/10 and 1712, on two leases renewable for over, at a rent 
of £200, and renewal fines of £25 each. The lands thus let becoming worth .£2,000 a 
year, an attempt was made by the Commissioners of Education in 1828, to break the 
leases, which had thus been granted with a total disregard to the interests of the 
endowments. A course of litigation was commenced in Chancery, and Lord Plunkct 
decided in support of the leases. An appeal to the House of Lords against this decision 
was unsuccessful, and the leases were established. The charity is thereby limited to 
the small income now derived from the reserved rents, wliich, however, Itavc always 
been punctually paid.

Royal Scholarships in t.o.d., and School Exhibcxioks and I’liiziis. 



Regulations of "The Commissioners of Education in Ireland, for 1880.” 



" Tlxe ComiaiKioiiers of Education in Ireland ” hare 
founded Exhibitions called “ Royal Scholni-shiiM,” for 
students who shall enter Trinity College from the 
Royal schools of Ainiagh, Dungannon, Enniskillen, 
or Cavan. One scliolaisliip of £40 and one of .£30 
will, if sirfficieut merit is shown, ho awarded in each 
year to candidates from Armagh, Dungannon, or 
Enniskillen. ; and one of £25 to candidates from 
Oavan Royal school 

Those scholarahips can be obtained by sucli students 
only as have been tlrree year's in all, previously to 
their entrance into Trinity College, pupils in some 
one or other of the Royal schools. It is rrot however, 
hereby intended to prevent pupils from moving fi-oni 
one of these schools to another ; but the scliolai'shipb 
founded for the respective schools of Ai-magh, Dun- 
gannon, Enniskillen, tmcl Cavan, c;ur be obtained only 
by students who have entered the Unir'wsity from 
the schools for which sucli scholar'ships have been 
founded. 

The Royal scho!ar.diips ure tenable for four year's, 
subject to certain conditions hereafter mentioned. 

The provost and senior fellows appoint cxamiirei's 
in each year, to examine, on the fii'st convenient day 
al’ter the second entrance, in the month of October, 
such students ns have entered from the said four 
Royal scliools, and sliall ofler themselves as candidates 
for tliese scholurshijM. 

In ISSOj the examinatioES will bo in the following 
subjects : —

Ho siaar shall be admitted as a candidate, who shall 
not have remained at one of the Royal schools till the 
sizarship entrance examination immediately preceding 



the examination for Royal schohu'ships at whidi he 
may bo .a candidate. 

No other student shall be admitted as a caudidat*: 
foi' a Royal schohushij) who shad not have romaiued 
at one of the Royal sohools to which tin: .selinlai'HliipB 
n. 1'0 attaclied till lui eutrancu o.'caniiuation iu Trinity 
College, in tlm month of October next pi'<!Coding the 
examination for .llnyal .scholiu'sliips. 

Iu 1880 no .student who shall have uttiiiiied 20 
yeiire of ngo on the 1st day of November can be ii 
oautlidate for a Royal Kuholarehip. Ju 1881 no can- 
didate shall 1>0 eligildi' who shall havo attaiuod 19 
yeai'S of age. 

Each candidate shall pi'odueo to tlio secretary of the; 
Counuissionei-H a certifioati' siguod by the miiator of 
the Royal school from which he shall Imvo onl.ored 
Ti'inity College, cci'l,itying that lu! is tluly qualified 
aocor<Uiig U) tlio ubuvu-staUsl rules j such uui'lllicule to 
be subsoquontiy lianchul by the caiidulate to the 
examineix. No st'adeiit i;im bo a eandidati! a soeond 
time. 

Tlio candidates from all the schools Hindi be oxainined 
together, and a return made to the Commis-sionoru of 
their positive merit ; anil also an iiviiuigetueiit of the 
oandiJatcH aceoiiling to their imKwcring, withoiit dis- 
tinction of scliools. 

The Couuiiissiunoi's ivservo to themselves the |iciwoi' 
of flUH]ie!uling or diminishing one or mim‘ Hclioliii'sliijw 
il’ snllicient merit liius not l«ceu .shewn. 

A Royal scliohirship beemnes forfeited l>y the holder 
of it iucuri'ing any heavy cidicgiato oi’iiHiire, such an 
public jwlmojiition, or lusticatiou ; failing to proocticl 
rogulai'ly witli liL class wilhoiit Llie leave of the 
Board of Trinity College ; or failing to obbiiii in any 
year either one hoiiui' of the lirat ii.mk, or two lionoi's 
of the soconil rank. 

Tlie election itself to ono of tlioso selitilui'sliipH 1 b 
I' cckniicd iia riquivalcnt to ono lioiior of Urn socond 
mnlt j a Univoi'sity Wodoiutomliiii — a University 
Scliohirship —the Berkeley Gold Medal -tlm Vioe- 
Ohanccllor's (Latin) (.iuld’Medal -the Lloyd Kxhibi- 
tioii — the Wray Prize — Kneenss in the Firel Indiiiu 
Civil Service (eoinpetitive) lOxaminatioii, nr at the 
Coo])or's Hill Ifiiiginuering College, or Woolwich or 
Saudlmrst Entrancii E.’camiiiations, as o(|iiivah“ut to a 
Uiiiveraity honor of the liixt rank, and obbiiniiig a 
Raspondeney, or a first class at the Littlego, as <upii- 
valciit to a Ilnivorsity lioner of the socenil rank. 

TIu! exlubitionH lieoome tine half-yearly, viz., on the 
first of May, and on tho fiist of NovciuiIku'. Piiymonts 
will bo inudo in May 'to such Htudeiits only ns have 
obtained iu tlu' preceding part of that year at loust 
one honor of the aoeoud rank. A lialf-y()ai'ly payment 
held ovei- in May will be nnulo in November, provided 
an honor has been obtained in the mreintiirio ; and 
paymout for the ontii'o year will be inaJo in Novombor 
to such students as had not (lualiiicd for tho May 
half-year’s payment, and slinll havo then fulfilled all 
tlie requisites for the entii'e year. 

In cuses_ where very distingiiished merit has been 
shown during their undergraduate coiu'se by students 
holding minoi' scholarahips, and where sohohu'ships for 
the same school i-emaiu suspondefl, or have boon for- 
feited, the Conimissionera -vril], at the close of oadi 
year, receive meiuoriids from such students for an 
increase of their stipend. 

The names of Royal scholars aro phicod on the 
college books, immediately aftoi' tho names of the 
university si^olara, without, however, alteioug their 
degree of seniority lunongst tlioir chiss-followa. 

Midleton School. 

“ The Commissioners of Education iu Ireland” -will 
grant aimu^y two prizes, ono of £30 and ono of £20, 
to ffuoh junior freshmen as shall, subject to the rules 
prescribed for tlio Royal schools, havo ontorod Trinity 
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College, Dublin, from Midleton school, mid, having 
been examined along with, and in the same course as 
the candidates for the Royal scholarships, shall be re- 
commended by the examiners as deserving candidates. 

School Exhibitiohs and Prizes. 

The Commissioners have founded fifteen exhihitious 
— viz., five of £20, five of .£1 2, and five of £8, in each 
of the Royal schools of Armagh, Diuigannon, and 
Enniakillon, tenable by boys at school ; and ten exhi- 
bitions — viz., five of £lf), and five of £10, at the 
Royal school of Cavan. 

One exliiliition of £20, one of £12, and one of £8, 
shall be awarded in the year 1880 at Armagh, Dun- 
gannon, ajid Eiiniskilleii, to be competed for by boys 
under the age of foiuiceii yeai-s on the 1st clay of 
June, whether tlioy luivo been )ji-evioiisly pupils of tlie 
schools or not. Those oxliibition.s to be teuiible foi- 
two yeai'B. 

One exhibition of £1D, and oiu' of £10, shall Ihi 
awarded in 1880 at Oavau Royal School, to be com- 
peted for by boys under the ago of thii'teen years, 
whether- they have been previously pupOs of tho school 
or not. These exhibitions to be tenable for two years. 

One exhibition of £20, one of £12, and one of £8, 
shall be av/anled in tho year 1880, ;o be com|ieted for 
by boys between the ages of foiu-teet and sixteen years 
on the 1st day of June, who liavo been at least one 
year in the school. These exldbitions to be tennble 
for three years. 

One cxliibitioii of .filTi, and one of £10, shall be 
awiUfled in the yo.ir 1880 at C.avuii Royui School, to 
be coinpfitod for l>y boys botwcou the ages of thirteen 
and fifteen yeai-s on the 1st day of Jime, wlio have 
been at ln;<at. one year in tbo snbool. Those exhibi- 
tions to 1)0 tuuabl.- fur throe yoare. 

No boy can hold two oxliibitions at the same time. 

Tho oxamimibiDJi for these oxhilntious .shall bo held 
some tiiiwi in tlio months of Jmio or July. No exhi- 
bition shall be iiwsuiled wliero there is not absolute 
merit ; surd in such uusc^ tlio umouut of the exhibition 
forfeited shall revert to tiro estate of tho school. 

Tho oxjmniiiiOiims forjiinior school exhibitions, at 
Armagh, Dungaunnu, Enniskillen, and Cavan, shall 
be conducted by (sxiiminei-s appointed by the Board.

The senior exbihitions at Ai-magli, Dungannon, 
Enniskillen, and Cavan, will be awiudetl to tlie candi- 
dates for the Junior Grade Intel-mediate Education 
Exhibitions who answer- best br tire - Latin, Greek, 
French, Englisli, and Matheiuatical papei-s set by the 
Intermediate Educiitioii Bxauibiei-s, and in a vivA voce 
examination in the courses appointed by the Inter- 
mediate Eclncatioii Omnmissiouers in the same subjects, 
such vioA voix' oxaiiiiiuition to be conducted by 
examinci-s apirointed by the Commissionei-s of Educa- 
tion. 

A school exhibition is forfeited if the head-master 
does not certify, before the time for payment of each 
half yearly iustalment, that the holder is well con- 
ducted, and is making satisfactor-j' pvogi-ess with his 
class studies. 

Prizes will ^if suiiiiaent merit is shown) be given 
annually, iu each of the schools of Ai-magli, Dun- 
gannon, and Enniskillen, for proficiency iu English 
and other -subjects a knowledgo of which is i-etiuired in 
commercial life.
